(3) Consistent with the reductions and limita-3

tions established in the New START Treaty, which 4

entered into force on February 5, 2011, more than 5

two-thirds of the deployed nuclear deterrent force of 6

the United States are planned to be carried on bal-7

listic missile submarines. 8

(4) The Commander of the United States Stra-9

tegic Command testified on March 2, 2011, that, ‘‘The 10

issue of the number of tubes is not a simple black and 11

white answer,’’ but rather it is comprised of several 12

issues including, ‘‘the overall number of tubes we 13

wind up with at the end. . . flexibility and options 14

with how many warheads per missile per tube. . . the 15

overall number of boats. . . and many other factors.’’. 16

He further stated that, ‘‘Sixteen [missile tubes per 17

submarine] will meet STRATCOM’s requirements, 18

given that we are sitting here 20 years in advance.’’. 19

(b) SENSE OF CONGRESS.—It is the sense of Congress 20

that— 21

(1) the long-term ability of the United States to 22

maintain a nuclear force sufficient to address the 23

range of mission requirements necessary to deter, dis-24

suade, and defeat potential adversaries and assure al-25
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lies and partners must not be comprised solely on the 1

basis of the promise of potential cost savings resulting 2

from the decision of the Secretary of Defense to reduce 3

the planned number of missile tubes per Ohio-class 4

ballistic missile submarine from 24 to 16; and 5

(2) because the planned Ohio-class replacement 6

ballistic submarine is expected to be in operation 7

through 2080, near-term design decisions should take 8

into consideration uncertainties in the future threat 9

and strategic environment. 10

made by the Secretary throughout the expected 13

operational lifetime of the program that provides 14

the rationale of the Secretary to reduce the 15

planned number of missile tubes per submarine 16

to 16, including assumptions regarding— 17

(i) changes in nuclear policy and 18

strategy; 19

(ii) changes in the role of ballistic mis-20

sile submarines as a part of the overall nu-21

clear forces of the United States; and 22

(iii) further nuclear reductions, wheth-23

er conducted under an international agree-24

ment or unilaterally; 25
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(D) an identification of key risks to mis-1

sions or requirements that may be increased be-2

cause of the Secretary’s decision to reduce the 3

planned number of missile tubes per submarine 4

to 16, including whether the Secretary plans to 5

accept or mitigate such risks; and 6

(E) a summary of the rigorous cost com-7

parison of the designs for 16 missile tubes per 8

submarine and 20 missile tubes per submarine, 9

consistent with the direction provided in the ac-10

quisition decision memorandum, including the 11

accuracy of the cost estimate of the procurement 12

cost of each submarine. 13

(2) FORM.—The report under paragraph (1) 14

shall be submitted in unclassified form, but may in-15

clude a classified annex.

capability identified by the commanders of the 6

combatant commands on a prioritized capabili-7

ties list; 8

‘‘(D) key knowledge points that must be 9

achieved to permit continuation of the program 10

and to inform production and deployment deci-11

sions; and 12

‘‘(E) how the Director plans to improve the 13

capability over time. 14

‘‘(3) A cost estimate, including— 15

‘‘(A) a life-cycle cost estimate that sepa-16

rately identifies the costs regarding research and 17

development, procurement, military construction, 18

operations and sustainment, and disposal; 19

‘‘(B) program acquisition unit costs for the 20

program element; 21

‘‘(C) average procurement unit costs and 22

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‘‘(D) an identification of when the docu-1

ment regarding the program joint cost analysis 2

requirements description is scheduled to be ap-3

proved. 4

‘‘(4) A test baseline summarizing the comprehen-5

sive test program for the program element or major 6

subprogram outlined in the integrated master test 7

plan.

‘‘(c) ANNUAL REPORTS ON ACQUISITION BASE-9

LINES.—(1) Not later than February 15 of each year, the 10

the protection of the United States beyond the ground- 24

based midcourse defense capabilities currently de-25

ployed for the defense of the United States; and 26
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(4) includes plans for ensuring that such hedging 1

capabilities described in paragraphs (1) through 2

(3)— 3

(A) are suitable to perform the assigned 4

mission; 5

(B) are operationally effective; and 6

(C) use technologies that are sufficiently 7

matured and tested prior to fielding. 8

(b) STRATEGY.— 9

(1) IN GENERAL.—In light of the policy de-10

scribed in subsection (a), the Secretary of Defense 11

shall develop a hedging strategy to provide for the 12

protection of the homeland of the United States. 13

(2) ELEMENTS.—The strategy under paragraph 14

(1) shall include the following: 15

(A) A description of the hedging alter-16

natives and capabilities considered by the Sec-17

retary. 18

(B) A summary of the analyses conducted, 19

including— 20

(i) criteria used to assess such options 21

and capabilities; and 22

(ii) the findings and recommendations 23

of such analyses. 24
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(C) Detailed plans, programs, and a budget 1

profile for implementing the strategy through 2

2022. 3

(D) The criteria to be used in determining 4

when each item contained in the strategy should 5

be implemented and the schedule required to im-6

plement each item. 7

(E) Any other information the Secretary 8

considers necessary. 9

(3) SUBMISSION.—The Secretary shall submit to 10

the congressional defense committees the strategy de-11

veloped under paragraph (1) by the earlier of the fol-12

lowing: 13

(A) December 5, 2011. 14

(B) The date on which the Secretary com-15

pletes the development of such strategy. 16

SEC. 234. GROUND-BASED MIDCOURSE DEFENSE SYSTEM. 17

(a) FINDINGS.—Congress finds the following: 18

(1) The last two intercept flight tests of the 19

ground-based midcourse defense system in January 20

2010 and December 2010 failed to intercept, and in 21

January 2011, the Director of the Missile Defense 22

Agency halted deliveries of completed exo-atmospheric 23

kill vehicles until the root cause of such failures is de-24

termined and resolved. 25
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(2) The ground-based midcourse defense system 1

is currently the only missile defense system that pro-2

tects the homeland of the United States from long- 3

range ballistic missile threats. 4

(3) In the fiscal year 2010 budget request, the 5

ground-based midcourse defense system element was 6

reduced by $524,600,000 from the fiscal year 2009 7

level while the fiscal year 2011 budget request restored 8

$318,800,000 of this funding. 9

(4) The fiscal year 2012 budget request further 10

reduces the ground-based midcourse defense system 11

element by $185,000,000 for fiscal year 2012 and fur-12

ther reduces such element by an additional 13

$1,000,000,000 for the years covering the future-years 14

defense program from the amount projected in the fis-15

cal year 2011 budget request. 16

(5) According to the Missile Defense Agency, the 17

combination of the two flight-test failures and oper-18

ating under the reduced spending limits of the Con-19

tinuing Resolutions during fiscal year 2011 before the 20

date on which the Department of Defense and Full- 21

Year Continuing Appropriations Act, 2011 (Public 22

Law 112–10) was enacted have resulted in the delay 23

or restructuring of several activities within the 24
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ground-based midcourse defense system element, in-1

cluding— 2

(A) delays to ground-based interceptor man-3

ufacturing and fleet upgrades; 4

(B) Stockpile Reliability Program compo-5

nent testing; 6

(C) new capability development, modeling, 7

testing, and fielding; 8

(D) Fort Greely missile defense complex 9

communications upgrades; and 10

(E) delays to flight testing of the two-stage 11

ground-based interceptor. 12

(6) According to the Missile Defense Agency and 13

the United States Northern Command, the procure-14

ment of additional ground-based interceptors will be 15

necessary in light of the recent flight-test results. 16

(b) SENSE OF CONGRESS.—It is the sense of Congress 17

that the ground-based midcourse defense system is currently 18

the only missile defense system that protects the homeland 19

of the United States from long-range ballistic missile 20

threats and therefore— 21

(1) the system should be given sufficient 22

prioritization and funding to ensure its long-term re-23

liability, effectiveness, and ability to adapt to ad-24

vances in such threats; 25
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(2) the Director of the Missile Defense Agency 1

should thoroughly identify the root cause associated 2

with the exo-atmospheric kill vehicle that led to the 3

flight-test failures described in subsection (a)(1) and 4

identify other potential technical issues associated 5

with the exo-atmospheric kill vehicle or ground-based 6

midcourse defense system that have materialized in 7

recent testing; 8

(3) implementation of corrective measures and 9

flight testing should be undertaken as soon as possible 10

to provide commanders of the combatant commands 11

and the American people greater confidence in the re-12

liability and effectiveness of the system; and 13

(4) the procurement of additional ground-based 14

interceptors will be necessary in light of recent flight- 15

test results. 16

(c) PLAN AND CERTIFICATION REQUIRED.—Not later 17

than 30 days after the date of the enactment of this Act, 18

or on the date on which the Failure Review Board has com-19

pleted the review of the ground-based midcourse defense sys-20

tem flight-test failures described in subsection (a)(1), which-21

ever is later, the Secretary of Defense shall submit to the 22

congressional defense committees the following: 23

(1) A plan by the Director of the Missile Defense 24

Agency to address the flight-test failures, including— 25
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(A) an identification of the root cause asso-1

ciated with the exo-atmospheric kill vehicle that 2

led to the flight-test failures; 3

(B) an identification of other potential tech-4

nical issues associated with the exo-atmospheric 5

kill vehicle or ground-based midcourse defense 6

system that have materialized in recent testing; 7

(C) how the Director will resolve the issues 8

identified in subparagraph (A) and (B), includ-9

ing a consideration of whether a re-designed exo- 10

atmospheric kill vehicle is necessary; 11

(D) a description of planned flight tests of 12

the exo-atmospheric kill vehicle with any imple-13

mented fixes; 14

(E) a summary of the measures required by 15

the Commander of the United States Northern 16

Command based on the flight-test failures in 17

order to meet operational requirements; and 18

(F) the schedule and additional resources 19

necessary to implement the plan. 20

(2) Written certification by the Secretary that— 21

(A) the Director has thoroughly investigated 22

the root cause of the flight-test failures and any 23

other potential technical issues associated with 24

the exo-atmospheric kill vehicle or ground-based 25
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midcourse defense system that have materialized 1

in recent testing; 2

(B) the plan under paragraph (1) is suffi-3

cient to resolve the issues identified in subpara-4

graph (A) and (B) of such paragraph; 5

(C) the schedule and additional resources 6

described in subparagraph (F) of paragraph (1) 7

are sufficient to implement the plan under such 8

paragraph; and 9

(D) the Director has sufficiently prioritized 10

the implementation of corrective measures and 11

flight testing of the ground-based midcourse de-12

fense system. 13

SEC. 235. STUDY ON SPACE-BASED INTERCEPTOR TECH-14

NOLOGY. 15

(a) STUDY ON SPACE-BASED INTERCEPTOR TECH-16

(ii) plans for correcting deficiencies in 17

aircraft performance, operational effective-18

ness, reliability, suitability, and safety. 19

(C) An assessment of KC–46A aircraft pro-20

curement plans, production results, and efforts to 21

improve manufacturing efficiency and supplier 22

performance. 23

(D) An assessment of the acquisition strat-24

egy of the KC–46A aircraft, including whether 25
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such strategy is in compliance with acquisition 1

management best-practices and the acquisition 2

policy and regulations of the Department of De-3

fense. 4

(E) A risk assessment of the integrated mas-5

ter schedule and the test and evaluation master 6

plan of the KC–46A aircraft as it relates to— 7

(i) the probability of success; 8

(ii) the funding required for such air-9

craft compared with the funding budgeted; 10

and 11

(iii) development and production con-12

currency. 13

(3) ADDITIONAL INFORMATION.—In submitting 14

to the congressional defense committees the first report 15

under paragraph (1) and a report following any 16

changes made by the Secretary of the Air Force to the 17

baseline documentation of the KC–46A aircraft acqui-18

sition program, the Comptroller General shall in-19

clude, with respect to such program, an assessment of 20

and 25
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(D) the systems requirement document. 1

SEC. 368. SENSE OF CONGRESS ON PROPOSED FEDERAL 1

Administration issued a Notice of Proposed Rule-15

making titled ‘‘Flightcrew Member Duty and Rest Re-16

quirements’’. 17

(3) Between March 2010 and March 2011, the 18

Air Mobility Command and its Civil Reserve Air 19

Fleet partners airlifted more than 2,000,000 pas-20

sengers and 848,000 tons of cargo around the world 21

in support of the missions of the Department of De-22

fense. 23

(4) An Air Force Institute of Technology study 24

titled ‘‘Civil Reserve Airlift Fleet (CRAF) Crew Rest 25

Study’’ analyzed 2264 missions flown by Civil Re-26
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serve Air Fleet carriers under contract with the De-1

partment of Defense between May and September 2

2011, and concluded that over 80 percent of those 3

missions may have been infeasible had the proposed 4

rule referred to in paragraph (2) been in effect during 5

such period. 6

(5) On February 15, 2011, General Duncan J. 7

McNabb, Commander of the United States Transpor-8

tation Command, wrote to the Administrator of the 9

Federal Aviation Administration expressing signifi-10

cant concern about the proposed rule change and stat-11

ing that the Operational Risk Management approach 12

of the United States Transportation Command miti-13

gated operational hazards and included ‘‘reasonable 14

measures to reduce risk to personnel, equipment and 15

the mission’’. In the letter, General McNabb noted 16

that he believes there is room for proper exceptions to 17

the proposed rule and went on to write that ‘‘through 18

cooperation, we can develop mutually acceptable 19

guidelines that not only mitigate the impact of crew 20

fatigue, but afford all carriers the flexibility to imple-21

ment safer aircrew processes’’. 22

(6) The United States Transportation Command 23

is relying heavily on the Civil Reserve Air Fleet as 24

a critical partner as they effectively and efficiently 25
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deploy and sustain the warfighter in simultaneous 1

operations in Afghanistan, Iraq, and Libya and in 2

relief operations in Japan. 3

(b) SENSE OF CONGRESS.—It is the sense of Congress 4

sacrifices, including the ultimate sacrifice, in order to 8

provide for the common defense. 9

‘‘(6) Success in combat requires military units 10

that are characterized by high morale, good order and 11

discipline, and unit cohesion. 12

‘‘(7) One of the most critical elements in combat 13

capability is unit cohesion, that is, the bonds of trust 14

among individual service members that make the 15

combat effectiveness of a military unit greater than 16

the sum of the combat effectiveness of the individual 17

unit members. 18

‘‘(8) Military life is fundamentally different 19

from civilian life in that— 20

‘‘(A) the extraordinary responsibilities of 21

the armed forces, the unique conditions of mili-22

tary service, and the critical role of unit cohe-23

sion, require that the military community, while 24
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subject to civilian control, exist as a specialized 1

society; and 2

‘‘(a) GENERAL AUTHORITY.—The Secretary of the 3

Army shall develop, operate, manage, administer, oversee, 4

and fund the Army National Military Cemeteries specified 5

in subsection (b) in a manner and to standards that fully 6

honor the service and sacrifices of the deceased members of 7

the armed forces buried or inurned in the Cemeteries. 8

‘‘(b) ARMY NATIONAL MILITARY CEMETERIES.—The 9

Army National Military Cemeteries (in this chapter re-10

ferred to as the ‘Cemeteries’) consist of the following: 11

‘‘(1) Arlington National Cemetery in Arlington, 12

(1) The bugle call commonly known as ‘‘Taps’’ 17

is known throughout the United States as part of the 18

military honors accorded at funerals, memorial serv-19

ices, and wreath ceremonies held for members of the 20

uniformed services and veterans. 21

(2) In July 1862, following the Seven Days Bat-22

tles, Union General Daniel Butterfield and bugler 23

Oliver Willcox Norton created ‘‘Taps’’ at Berkley 24
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Plantation, Virginia, as a way to signal the end of 1

daily military activities. 2

(3) ‘‘Taps’’ is now established by the uniformed 3

services as the last call of the day and is sounded at 4

the completion of a military funeral. 5

(4) ‘‘Taps’’ has become the signature, solemn mu-6

sical farewell for members of the uniformed services 7

and veterans who have faithfully served the United 8

States during times of war and peace. 9

(5) Over its almost 150 years of use, ‘‘Taps’’ has 10

been woven into the historical fabric of the United 11

States. 12

(6) When sounded, ‘‘Taps’’ summons emotions of 13

loss, pride, honor, and respect and encourages Ameri-14

cans to remember patriots who served the United 15

States with honor and valor. 16

(7) The 150th anniversary of the writing of 17

‘‘Taps’’ will be observed with events culminating in 18

June 2012 with a rededication of the Taps Monument 19

at Berkley Plantation, Virginia. 20

(b) SENSE OF CONGRESS.—It is the sense of Congress 21

that at a military funeral, memorial service, or wreath lay-22

ing, the bugle call commonly known as ‘‘Taps’’, consisting 23

of 24 notes sounded on a bugle or trumpet, should be sound-24
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ed by a live solo bugler or trumpeter when such arrange-1

ments are possible. 2

SEC. 597. SENSE OF CONGRESS REGARDING SUPPORT FOR 3

YELLOW RIBBON DAY. 4

(a) FINDINGS.—Congress makes the following findings: 5

(1) The hopes and prayers of the American peo-6

ple for the safe return of members of the Armed Forces 7

serving overseas are demonstrated through the proud 8

display of yellow ribbons. 9

(2) The designation of a ‘‘Yellow Ribbon Day’’ 10

would serve as an additional reminder for all Ameri-11

cans of the continued sacrifice of members of the 12

Armed Forces. 13

(3) Yellow Ribbon Day would also recognize the 14

history and meaning of the Yellow Ribbon as the 15

symbol of support for members of the Armed Forces. 16

(4) Yellow Ribbon Day would also signify a trib-17

ute and remembrance to all Prisoners of War and a 18

fervent hope for the safe return and full accounting of 19

all members of the Armed Forces who are Missing in 20

Action. 21

(5) April 9th would be an appropriate day to 22

designate as Yellow Ribbon Day as it was on April 23

9, 2004, that Staff Sergeant Matt Maupin became the 24

first Prisoner of War of Operation Iraqi Freedom. 25
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(b) SENSE OF CONGRESS.—Congress supports the 1

goals and ideals of Yellow Ribbon Day in honor of members 2

of the Armed Forces who are serving overseas apart from 3

their families and loved ones. 4

section are consistent with and adequately address such rec-7

ommendations.

(c) APPROPRIATE CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEES DE-9

FINED.—In this section, the term ‘‘appropriate congres-10

(1) the congressional defense committees; 12

(2) the Permanent Select Committee on Intel-13

ligence of the House of Representatives; and 14

(3) the Select Committee on Intelligence of the 15

SEC. 922. INSIDER THREAT DETECTION. 17

(a) PROGRAM REQUIRED.—The Secretary of Defense 18

shall establish a program for information sharing protec-19

tion and insider threat mitigation for the information sys-20

tems of the Department of Defense to detect unauthorized 21

access to, use of, or transmission of classified or controlled 22

unclassified information.

user activities; 8

(C) a roles-based access certification system; 9

(D) cross-domain guards for transfers of in-10

formation between different networks; and 11

(E) patch management for software and se-12

curity updates. 13

(2) Policies and procedures to support such pro-14

gram, including special consideration for policies and 15

procedures related to international and interagency 16

partners and activities in support of ongoing oper-17

ations in areas of hostilities. 18

(3) A governance structure and process that inte-19

grates information security and sharing technologies 20

with the policies and procedures referred to in para-21

graph (2). Such structure and process shall include— 22

(A) coordination with the existing security 23

clearance and suitability review process; 24
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(B) coordination of existing anomaly detec-1

tion techniques, including those used in counter-2

intelligence investigation or personnel screening 3

activities; and 4

(C) updating and expediting of the classi-5

fication review and marking process. 6

(4) A continuing analysis of— 7

(A) gaps in security measures under the 8

program; and 9

(B) technology, policies, and processes need-10

ed to increase the capability of the program be-11

yond the initially established full operating ca-12

pability to address such gaps. 13

(5) A baseline analysis framework that includes 14

measures of performance and effectiveness. 15

(6) A plan for how to ensure related security 16

measures are put in place for other departments or 17

agencies with access to Department of Defense net-18

works. 19

(2) by adding at the end the following new sub-23

(B) have engaged in hostilities or have di-13

rectly supported hostilities in aid of a nation, 14

organization, or person described in subpara-15

graph (A); and 16

(4) the President’s authority pursuant to the Au-17

thorization for Use of Military Force (Public Law 18

107–40; 50 U.S.C. 1541 note) includes the authority 19

to detain belligerents, including persons described in 20

paragraph (3), until the termination of hostilities. 21
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SEC. 1035. REQUIREMENT FOR NATIONAL SECURITY PRO-1

TOCOLS GOVERNING DETAINEE COMMUNICA-2

TIONS. 3

(a) LIMITATION.—Not later than 90 days after the date 4

of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary of Defense shall 5

submit to the Committees on Armed Services of the House 6

of Representatives and the Senate a national security pro-7

tocol applicable to each individual detained at Guanta-8

namo.

(b) TREATMENT OF CLASSIFIED MATERIAL IN SECU-4

RITY PROTOCOLS.—A security protocol submitted under 5

subsection (a) shall be in unclassified form but may contain 6

a classified annex. 7

SEC. 1036. PROCESS FOR THE REVIEW OF NECESSITY FOR 8

CONTINUED DETENTION OF INDIVIDUALS DE-9

TAINED AT NAVAL STATION, GUANTANAMO 10

BAY, CUBA. 11

(a) REVIEW PROCESS.—The Secretary of Defense shall 12

establish a review process to review the detention of each 13

individual detained at Guantanamo. Such review process 14

shall be designed to determine whether the continued mili-15

tary detention of each such individual is necessary to pro-16

tect the national security of the United States. The review 17

process shall include, for each such individual, a full review 18

not less than once every three years and a limited file review 19

not less than once every year.

vided to the military personal representative for the 24

security, including the protection of intelligence 1

sources and methods, the panel may determine that 2

the military personal representative must receive a 3

sufficient substitute or summary of classified informa-4

tion, rather than the underlying information.

CONSULTATION REGARDING PROSECUTION 2

(a) IN GENERAL.—Before any officer or employee of 4

new North Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO) 20

Strategic Concept declares that ‘‘All countries are in-21

creasingly reliant on the vital communication, trans-22

port and transit routes on which international trade, 23

energy security and prosperity depend. They require 24

greater international efforts to ensure their resilience 25
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against attack or disruption. Some NATO countries 1

will become more dependent on foreign energy sup-2

pliers and in some cases, on foreign energy supply 3

and distribution networks for their energy needs. As 4

a larger share of world consumption is transported 5

across the globe, energy supplies are increasingly ex-6

posed to disruption.’’.

tribute to energy security, including protection of 12

critical energy infrastructure and transit areas and 13

lines, cooperation with partners, and consultations 14

among Allies on the basis of strategic assessments and 15

contingency planning.’’. 16

(b) REPORT.— 17

(1) ASSESSMENT.—The Secretary of Defense 18

shall direct a federally funded research and develop-19

ment center of the Department of Defense to conduct 20

an assessment of the energy security of the NATO al-21

liance. 22

(C) A description of potential risks posed to 19

NATO member countries, including NATO mem-20

ber countries in Eastern Europe, and to United 21

States Armed Forces based in Europe, by the rel-22

ative lack of easy access to the spot market for 23

natural gas. 24
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(D) A description of the extent to which the 1

United States military, in conjunction with the 2

militaries of NATO member countries, could re-3

spond to and mitigate the energy security risk to 4

NATO member countries and to United States 5

Armed Forces based on Europe posed by the 6

threat of a deliberate disruption of the supply of 7

oil or natural gas, and the relative challenges 8

and cost of such a response, including for trans-9

porting oil and natural gas over land after deliv-10

ery by sea to the port of a NATO member coun-11

try. 12

(E) A set of recommendations for available 13

options to NATO member countries that are 14

most dependent on a single oil or natural gas 15

supplier or distribution network to avoid such 16

dependency, and the potential benefits of in-17

creased pipelines within Europe to give Eastern 18

European countries access to the spot market for 19

natural gas in the event of a supply interrup-20

tion. 21

(F) A description of all supply interrup-22

tions of natural gas to NATO member countries 23

over the past 20 years. 24
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(G) An analysis of the threats posed by sup-1

ply interruptions, whether accidental, unauthor-2

ized or deliberate, to energy distribution infra-3

structure and transit areas and lines to NATO 4

member countries most dependent on a single oil 5

or natural gas supplier or distribution network 6

and to United States Armed Forces based in Eu-7

rope, including from events such as potential 8

natural disasters or terrorist attacks, and the 9

adequacy of the Department of Defense’s current 10

contingency plans to respond to such interrup-11

tions. 12

(H) A description of how NATO’s military 13

capability might be adversely affected if a major 14

oil or natural gas supplier or distribution net-15

work were to deliberately disrupt the supply of 16

oil or natural gas. 17

(I) An analysis of whether and how major 18

suppliers of oil and natural gas to NATO mem-19

ber countries in Europe have used their energy 20

markets to influence European political affairs, 21

and the potential of such actions to undermine 22

the long-term solidarity and future of the NATO 23

alliance. 24
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(c) FORM.—The report required under subsection (b) 1

shall be submitted in unclassified form (including as much 2

detail as possible), but may contain a classified annex. 3

(d) CONSULTATION.—The Secretary of Defense shall 4

consult with other NATO member countries and NATO’s 5

Emerging Security Challenges Division on other ways the 6

2

‘‘(2) How relocation of the unit supports the se-3

curity commitments undertaken by the United States 4

pursuant to relevant international security treaties, 5

including the North Atlantic Treaty, the Treaty of 6

Mutual Cooperation and Security between the United 7

States and Japan, and the Security Treaty Between 8

Australia, New Zealand, and the United States of 9

America. 10

‘‘(3) How relocation of the unit addresses the 11

current security environment in the affected geo-12

graphic combatant command’s area of responsibility, 13

including United States participation in theater secu-14

rity cooperation activities and bilateral partnership, 15

exchanges, and training exercises. 16

‘‘(4) Whether relocation of the unit will result in 17

cost savings or increased costs to the Department of 18

Defense as a result of— 19

‘‘(A) the loss of the permanent presence of 20

the unit at the overseas location; 21

‘‘(B) the reliance on the rotation of units or 22

other means to achieve the same security objec-23

tives; and 24
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‘‘(C) the costs of maintaining the unit at its 1

new location. 2

‘‘(5) How relocation of the unit impacts the sta-3

tus of overseas base closure and realignment actions 4

undertaken as part of a global defense posture re-5

alignment strategy and the status of development and 6

execution of comprehensive master plans for overseas 7

military main operating bases, forward operating 8

sites, and cooperative security locations of the global 9

defense posture of the United States. 10

lateral statement that ‘‘the Treaty can operate and be 18

viable only if the United States of America refrains 19

from developing its missile defense capabilities quan-20

titatively or qualitatively.’’. 21

(2) In the understanding under subsection 22

(b)(1)(A) of the Resolution of Advice and Consent to 23

Ratification of the New START Treaty, the Senate 24

declared that ‘‘the New START Treaty does not im-25
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pose any limitations on the deployment of missile de-1

fenses other than the requirements of paragraph 3 of 2

Article V of the New START Treaty. . .’’. 3

(3) In the understanding under subsection 4

(b)(1)(B) of such resolution, the Senate further de-5

clared that ‘‘any additional New START Treaty lim-6

itations on the deployment of missile defenses beyond 7

those contained in paragraph 3 of Article V, includ-8

ing any limitations agreed under the auspices of the 9

Bilateral Consultative Commission, would require an 10

amendment to the New START Treaty which may 11

enter into force for the United States only with the 12

advice and consent of the Senate, as set forth in Arti-13

cle II, section 2, clause 2 of the Constitution of the 14

United States.’’. 15

(4) In the understanding under subsection 16

(b)(1)(C) of such resolution, the Senate further de-17

clared that ‘‘the April 7, 2010, unilateral statement 18

by the Russian Federation on missile defense does not 19

impose a legal obligation on the United States.’’. 20

(5) In the declaration under subsection (c)(2)(F) 21

of such resolution, the Senate further declared that 22

‘‘the United States is committed to improving United 23

States strategic defensive capabilities both quan-24

titatively and qualitatively during the period that the 25
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New START Treaty is in effect, and such improve-1

ments are consistent with the Treaty.’’. 2

ernization activities, and mechanisms to ensure 24
